The Kwangsi Group asks for 
financial autonomy at Canton and 
Hankow fora year. Money being 
the ultimate source of. most politi- 
cal quarrels in China, it is there- 
fore safe to say that Marshal Li 
Chni-sum and his -colleagues are 
determined to put into operation 
the scheme of aubonerny: which 
they have propounded. 


: What if there is a rupture? 
The degree of co-operation be- 
tween the Kwangsi group and the 
Chiang Kai-shek. group is bound 
to lessen. Then, later on, one 
side may try to lay down the law 
to the other. 

In spite of the sympathy, 
friendship and_ loyalty vouch. 
safed by the Canton Government, 
the one-man mission has ‘gone 
back to Nanking to report to Mr. 
IT, V. Soong that his desire cannot 
be realised by mere talk. Before 
he had gone, it had come out at 
the Nationalist Financial Confer- 
ence at Nanking that Mr. Li Man- 
yan (chairman of the Finance 
Gouncil at Canton and, ‘concur- 
rently, principal private secretary 
to Marshal Li Chai-sum) -had ad- 
vanced the proposal of one year’s 
autonomy and that his proposal 
had been rejected by a majority 
which, because of geographical 
circumstances, was made up o 
partisans of Chiang Kai-shek in 
the Government at Nanking. 

While his secretary attended 
the discussion at Nanking, Mar- 
shal Li went on to Peking, by way 
of Hankow it should be noted, to 
seek Chiang Kai-shek and seek a 
personal solution. : 

If a deadlock is reached, both 
camps may mark time until Wu 
Pei-fu comes out either for or 
against the. Kwangsi interests 
at Hankow. ,

" Conditions ‘in Yunnan are still 
far from what might be desired 
owing chiefly to bandits who still) # 
render travelling a very precari- 
ous undertaking. A noted bandit 
leader, Mou Pu,.has, been busy at 
Mengtze and: troops have been 
sent down to deal with him. 
Mengtze is a very important cen- 
tre on a branch railway ‘about 120 
miles to ‘the south-east of Yun- 
nanfu, and considerable traffic 
passes through the district i in con. 
nection with the tin mines so that 
caravans on the route coveréd by 
this brigand’s followers offer rich 
spoil. 

The Taoyin at Mengize 
Chiang Ying-shu 
from Linan and he states that it 
is one of his special duties to sup- 
press' brigandage but as his’ sol- 
diers do not appear to be under 
very rigid discipline, Mengtze is 
no better off than before his ar- 
rival.

# PSOM DIFFICULTIES, 


By having an afterndon sitting 
the Standing Committee of the 
House af Commons which fs consi. 
dering the Racecourse Betting’ Bill, 
was able, to mike some little pro- 
gveas, but there is still-a formid- 
ble array of amendmenta’to he dis. 
posed of. The bill, which was in- 
troduced by Major Glyn (U., Abing., 


jon), authorises the introduction 


of the totalisator on racecouraes ap- 
poved by the Control Board., 

Mr. Mayday (Lab-Soc, Notting- 
ham, W.) proposed that the totalisi- 
tor should be confined to parta of 
racecoprses to which the public 
‘have not an unrostrictyd right: of 
necess,. He protested that by im- 
posing prohibitive fees the Jockey 
Club would give a monopoly to four 
or five of the’ richest bookmakers. 
In the Interests of the public he 
wanted the totalisator to be restrict- 
ed to. places where people had to 
pay. in order to resort for the pure 
pose of betting. : 

Sir. GG. Hume-Willlama  (U.. 
Bassetlaw) expressed surprise that 
a-member of the , Labour 
should propose to deprive the poor= 
est class of the opportunity of tuk. 
ing advantage of the totallsator by 
contining it to places to which pay- 
ment for admission was demanded. 

Mr. Compton (Lab.Sae., Gorton) 
pointed out that the report of those 
asked by the Jockey Club Committee 
to inquive whether there was any 
difficulty in’ installing machines, 
&e., on vacecourses was to the effect 
that out of forty-seven courses 
thirty offered no. difficulty, eleven 


offered difficulties which could be |. 


got over without much trouble, and 
the remaining six presented difficul- 
ties which did not, however, 
appear insurmountable, Epsom was 
included in the Inst category, be- 
cause at the summer meetings an 
immense crowd, apparently uncon- 
trolled, spread, over a Jarge area of 
common land, .The committee con- 
sidered, however, that if power was 
obtained. to enclose more land on 
the Downs there would be no reason 
why Epsom should not be adapted 
to the system. 

Epsom, consequently, .Mr. Comp- 
declared, was outside the 
purview of the  totalisntor,. .so 
that it was no use talking about the 
-Machine being open to the poorest. 
In the case ‘of Newmarket, the 
Jockey Club were told that the cost 
of installing the totalisator on the 
two courses would be from £30,000 
to £35,000. Further,’it had been 
suggested that in the case of smail 
meetings the Pari-mutuel system 
might be substituted. In addition, 
there was a portable totalisator 
machine likely to be brought out at 
a cost of £3,000 or £4,000, In view 
of that information, Mr. Compton 
declared. further examination of the 
whole question was necessary. 

Major Glyn explained that there 
was: no proposal that the Epsom 
Racecourse Company should take 
over further land at Epsom. Per.

The year “was one of’ all yound 
progress, states the F.M.S. Chief 
Seerctary ‘ in his 1927 report, . re- 
ferring to” the Forestty Depart- 
ment.

MORE MAGISTRATES. 
LONDON’S OVERWORKED 
" BENCE.- ” 


, 'dIX'S” DECISION.: 

The ‘Home Secretary has de- 
finitely. decided that addi-' 
tional police © magistrates 
should be appointed for London, 
and has drawn up proposals which 
have been before ‘the Treasury, 
as the question of incréased ex- 
penditure js involved. 

The matter of superannuation 
allowances to stipendiary magis- 
trates has simultancously been 
under consideration. 

As long ago as 1839 the’ num- 
her of magistrates in the metro- 
polis: was fixed by the Metropoli- 
tan Police Courts Act at 27. 
Despite the growth of popula- 
tion, the coming of the motor- 
car, which has multiplicd greatly 
the number of offenders’ to be 
dealt with, and the many new 
laws that have to be enforced, 
that number has not’ been. in- 
creased.- As a matter of fact 
there are to-day hot 27, but 25 
police magistrates, as was point- 
ed out in a question addressed to 
Sir W. . Joynson-Hicks’ in the 
House of Commons recently. 

So heavy has, the work  be- 
come iy, London police-courts that 
the magistrates are almost: un- 
able to cope with it, and the fact 
that. the Home Secretary has‘ ar- 
rived at the decision that . they 
must be reinforced will.to. them 
be welcome news, ' ;

Letitin Elizabeth Landon,’ the 
subject of this biography, though 
now forgotten, was ,2 popular 
poctess of a century ago. She was 
the friend of ‘many of the nota- 
bilities of her day, and there was 
some surprise ‘when she married 
George. Maclean, Governor of the 
Gold Coast, and in 1838 left Eng- 
land 'to share his life at ‘Cape Coast

If he drank .he must have had a 
charmed life, for he spent 21 years 
in a climate which was then ac- 
counted pestilential, and displayed 
such vigour and capacity that he 
is regarded to this day as one of 


.| the ablest governors the, country 


has ever had, 

Shortly after her arrival at Cape 
Const Castle, she was found dead in 
her dressing room, early in the 
morning, and jit was said. that a 
bottle of dilute prussic acid (which' 
she was in the habit of taking in 
smal) doses as a remedy for 
spasms): was in her hand, The pre- 
sumption at the time was that she 
had taken an overdose. 

Malicious voicea accused her hus- 
hand Maclean, of poisoning her 
and this biography gives a certain 
countenance to the charge by com- 
plaining that “he allowed his wife, 
who had admittedly met a violent 
and myaterious end, to be burled 
within 12 hours of her death and 
without. a..post mortem.” The au- 
thor ‘might have’ recollected that a 
swift burial is a sad necessity of 


‘\that sweltering’ heat and that the 


doctor who examined the. body and 
testified at the inquest regarded a 
post mortem as quite unnecessary. 

The book ‘is fancifully written 
and the historic present (which is 
not an English idiom) is freely 
used. It should surely have been 
stated that two of Mra.

Literature for 1927 has been award- 
ed to Mr. Henry Williamson for 
hia book, “Tarka, the Otter.” 

The prize, instituted in 1919 by 
Miss Alice Watrender, 1s awarded 
annually for a work of imagination 
by a British author whose age does 
not exceed 41. Its value fs £100.

my own part, J am beginning to 
think that the name 
must be an unfortunate choice, 
Twice in my life I have been 
connected with the production of 
“Rome” plays. Eight years ago 
there was “One Night in Rome,” 
with Miss Laurette Taylor, at the 
Garrick Theatre, On the first 
night someone threw stink bombs 
from the gallery. 
just had a hand in the .Loridon 
presentation’ of “The - 
Rome,” which: has been taken off 
after a aixteen days’ ‘run — the 
shortest run with which I have 
ever been managerially connected. 
Yes, I am becoming a little bit 
superstitious about,‘ ‘Rome.” But 
to be ‘quite serious, I have no 
hard-and-fast stage supérstitions; 


\I would humour an artist or an 
‘lauthor in any reasonable way 


about such things, but I certainly 
would not allow superstition to 
get in the way of business as a 
manager. 

As a matter of fact, too, the 
young people of the theatre are 
becoming less and less superstiti- 
ous; and although you may get a 
girl’ not wanting to wear green or 
anything with peacock’s feathers 
there is decidedly less 
stage superstition rife than there 
was, 

“Mr. Harry Grattan, fhe revue’ 
writer,’ and Chaliapine are two 
people whom I have come across 
professionally who do—or, at any 
rate, did—live up to superstitions, 
Mr. Grattan did several of my 
early revues, and he always point 
blank refused, to allow the tag line 
—the last line of the piece, that is

To crack or break a looking | 


glass is held to be sure and cer- 
tain bad luck, but to break a 
tumbler—by accident, of course— 
is thought to be a most fortunate 
thing to do. An-umbrella, that 
true and trusted friend to so many 
old-time comedians,’ must never 
on any account be opened on the 
stage. 

Iam very fond of the circus, 
but Iam forced to admit, that 
there are some grounds | for the 
common belief ‘that plays about 
the circus, however good they 
may be, will have no luck: about 
them.

EXPEDITION WITH TRACTORS 
AND WIRELESS, 


An expedition into the Kalahari, 
the vast.desert between the Orange 
‘and, Zambesi rivers, Bechuanaland, 
is to bo undertaken by.

“SHERLOCK'S” VICTORY. 


London, ‘Yoaterday. 


” Osear Slater who nearly twenty 
years ago was sentenced for the 
murder of ‘Miss Gilchrist, in Glas- 
gow, and who served over 18 years 
imprisonment won his appeal 
against the sentence in the Court of 
Criminal Appeal ‘at Edinburgh to- 
day, F 
Thus ends dramatically the agita- 
tion in Slater’s favour which has 


been going on for years and. in’ 


which Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, the 
well-known criminologist, has play- 
ed a‘ leading part. 

Lord Clyde, President of the High 
Court of Justiciary at Edinburgh, 
delivering the judgment of the Ap- 
peal Court, said’ the case was ‘un- 


doubtedly one of great difieulty.. 


Of those principally concerned in 
the original trial, whether as wit- 
nesses or in preparing the case, few 
now survived.’ Even the judge, who 
presided, ‘died nine. years ago. 
Proofs of the identity of Slater ad- 
duced -at the original trial had been 
exposed to formidable criticism in 
the course of the Appeal, but the 
difficulties of proving identity had 


On the one,hand delegates! been fairly put before the'jury at 


the original trial by counsel on both 
sides and their importance had been 
impreased ‘upon the jury by the 
judge. Urider these circumstances 


' the Appeal Court was unable to hold 


that the jury's verdict was cither 
unreasonable or, unsupported by 
evidence. . But the Court of Appeal 
held that there had been a misdirec- 
tion of the jury by the judge, who 
had told the jury what is familiarly 
known a8 presumption of innocence 
in criminal cases applied .to Slater 
with less effect, in view of his am- 
biguous character. Presumption of 
‘| innocence was funddmental to the 
whole “system ‘of British criminal 
Prosecution ‘and it was a radical 
error of the judge to have suggested 
that Slater did not have the same 
benefit of it as any other accused 
person. 

The Appeal Court therefore de- 
elded that the conviction must be 
set aside on the ground of this mis- 
direction in law,—British Wireless
